Psychology  Group 
Tosses  Pennies  in 
Novel  Experiment 

Heads  or  tails!  And  the  psychology 
74  class  decided  they  would  be  just 
that,  heads  or  tails.  They  tossed  thirty 
seven  thousand  five  hundred  pennies 
into  the  air  to  determine  how  many 
would  be  heads  and  how  many  tails, 
implying  the  Law  of  Probability.  Al- 
most exactly  half  of  them  were  heads. 

In  the  interests  of  science  such 
things  as  tossing  pennies  may  be  vast- 
ly significant. 

At  least  Professor  Lambert’s  class 
impressed  with  the  possible  meaning 
of  their  actions  as  they  sat  throwing 
the  pennies  in  handfuls  of  fifteen  or 
twenty,  and  letting  them  fall  on  their 
own  parlor  rug  thirty  eight  hundred 
times.  Then  they  pooled  their  results 
whicli  seemed  to  verify  the  Law  of 
Probability. 

Interperted,  that  law  expresses  the 
assumption  that  in  such  uncontrolled 
incidents  with  two  possible  results,  a 
head  and  a tail,  the  probability  over 
a great  number  of  trials  will  be  fifty 
percent  each  way.  It  means  that  you 
can  guess  a true-false  test  half  of  the 
time,  that  you  can  perform  fifty  per- 
cent efficient  on  certain  forms  of  in- 
telligence tests,  even  without  intelli- 
gence. It  does  not  mean,  however, 
that  through  the  centuries  there  will 
be  just  as  many  booms  as  depressions. 
Nor  does  it  mean  you  have  as  many 
chances  of  lighing  on  your  feet  as  on 
your  head,  or  any  other  part  of  your 
body,  if  you  slide  on  the  ice  coming 
down  the  Hill.

Of  course,  that 
superlative  goal  has  not  been  achieved. 
Or  even  nearly  approached,  but  this 
natural  failure  does  not  minimize  the 
importance  of  independents.  In  fact, 
it  enhances  their  importance  and  ele 
vales  them  to  the  throne  of  Boss. 
Overpowerin'g.  organized  students  In 
numbers,  campus  independents  actual- 
ly have  ruling  power,  being  in  pos- 
session of  more  bona  fide  votes  than 
those  affiliated. 

An  interesting  example  of  the  rise, 
of  Sir  Boss  on  a college  campus  hap- 


pened  last  year  at  the  university  I at- 
tended. A fiery  young  independent 
rose  by  his  own  initiative  and  nerve 
from  the  non-Greek  group,  and  launch- 
ing a vigorous  campaign  against  cau 
cus  organization  and  campus  politics 
as  engineered  by  fraternities  and 
sororities,  he  became  the  first  inde- 
pendent student  president  in  forty 
years.

organization  makes  them  blind;  in  the

Brigham  Young  university  and  the 
University  of  Utah  will  meet  tonight 
in  the  Deseret  gymnasium  in  the  first 
enepunter  of  their  final  two  game 
series. 

The  two  teams  are  tied  for  top  spot 
in  western  division  competition,  fol- 
lowing Utah's  impressive  : double  vic- 
tory over  U.  S.  A.  C.  last  week-end, 
and  two  wins  for  cither  team  will  make 
division  honors  practically  a certainty. 

Utah  will  rank  as  favorites  at  game 
time,  due  chiefly  to  past  performances 
— which  have  been  consistently  good 
throughout  the  season — and  the  fact 
that  their  improvement  since  the  first 
of  the  season  has  been  a trifle  more 
impressive.  Th  Cougars,  on  the  other 
hand,  while  exhibiting  exceptional 
form  at  timeS,  have  also  been  guilty 
of  indifferent  play  at  too  frequent  in- 
tervals. In  addition,  Lady  Luck  has 
been  noticeable  by  her  absence  from 
the  Cougar  circles,  and  illness,  injuries, 
and  the  ten  hour  eligibility  ruling  have 
coerced  to  reduce  the  personnel  of 
the  Y squad  to  seven  men. 

Nelson  May  Be  Out 

The  biggest  loss — though  not  defin- 
ite— will  be  Captain  Nelson,  who 
found  that  basketball  and  study  mix 
poorly.

Omber,  center,  and  Whitman  and  Le- 
Sueur,  guards,  for  the  Cougars,  while 
Utah’s  regular  five,  Lund,  Bennion, 
Kinner,  Watts  and  Brooks,  will  start. 

The  game  will  bring  together  sever- 
al outstanding  western  division  men. 
Two  scoring  guards,  the  brilliant  Jay 
Whitman  of  the  Y,  and  Captain  Dick 
Lund  of  Utah,  will  conduct  a little  in- 
dividual competition  on  the  side.  Mc- 
Omber  will  get  a real  test  when  he 
opposes  Bill  Kinner,  Ute  center,  wbo 
at  present  tops  the  division  scorers.  To 
Male  LeSueur  will  likely  fall  the  task 
of  guarding  Taft  Watts,  brilliant, 
though  sometimes  erratic,  Ute  for- 
ward. 

The  Cougar  advantage  in  height, 
though  minimized  by  Nelson’s  pos- 
sible absence,  may  nevertheless  prove 
a real  obstacle  for  Utah  to  ovreome.

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SWEATERS  FOR  HONOR  MEN  ONLY 


“I  heartily  disapprove  of  the  wearing  of  athletic  sweaters  by 
men  who  have  not  earned  them,"  says  G.  Ott  Romney,  head  coach 
of  athletics.  Coach  Romney  expressed  this  sentiment  very  strongly 
when  approached  by  The  Y News  for  a statement  of  his  views  on  the 
subject. 

All  students  have  perhaps  noticed  the  condition  which  has  pre- 
vailed on  the  campus  the  past  few  weeks  in  relation  to  the  wearing 
of  athletic  sweaters.  Men  have  been  wearing  official  block  Y sweat- 
ers who  have  not  earned  them,  and  men  who  have  earned  their  let- 
ter in  one  sport  have  been  wearing  the  sweater  awarded  for  another. 

It  is  a recognized  and  accepted  tradition  almost  universally 
among  colleges  that  if  a man  wishes  to  permit  a lady  to  wear  his 
sweater,  it  is  not  violating  any  rules  pertaining  to  the  subject,  but 
it  is  also  recognized  that  among  men,  a man  must  earn  a letter  or 
numeral  before  he  is  permitted  to  wear  it. 

“It  cheapens  the  letter,”  says  Coach  Romney  in  further  discus- 
sion of  it.  “It  destroys  its  significance,  and  after  all,  its  significance 
is  its  greatest  value.  The  Rocky  Mountain  conference  has  always 
regarded  the  matter  of  awards  as  a very  serious  and  important  mat- 
ter, and  that  is  as  it  shonld  be.  Violation  of  unwritten  ethics  in 
the  wearing  of  awards  will  destroy  the  honor,  significance  and  value 
of  them  for  those  who  really  earn  them." 

Perhaps  if  an  individual  wanted  to  wear  a sweater  he  had  not 
earned,  as  an  article  of  clothing,  he  would  be  justified  in  doing  so  if 
he  first  removed  the  letter  or  numeral  from  it. 

It  seems  that  this  is  a problem  for  the  Block  Y Club,  official 
organization  of  lettermen.  They  above  all  others  should  be  willing 
to  keep  the  significance  and  value  of  letters  and  numerals  awarded 
by  the  university  intact.  — Theron  Luke,

FOSSIL^  SCHOOL 

A recent  gift  of  valuable  fossils  has 
been  received  by  Brigham  Young  uni- 
versity from  J.  Stewart  Williams,  a 

Y graduate  and  former  faculty  mem- 
ber, according  to  Dr.  George  H.  Han- 
sen, head  of  the  geology  department. 

Mr.  Williams  is  working  at  the 
Smithonian  institute  at  Washington

The  group  of  fossils  includes  55 
species  and  1 genera.  According  to 
Dr.  Hansen  the  fossils  are  an  un?

Dr.  Wil- 
liams has  offered  to  send  more  fossils 
of  other  kinds  to  amplify  an  already 
large  collection. 

Through  Dr.  Williams  the  Smithon- 
ian institute  has  offered  to  exchange 
some  valuable  fossils  of  the  Ordovician 
age  for  brachiopods  and  other  fossils 
found  locally.  Dr.  Williams  graduated 
from  B.  Y.  U.  with  a major  in  physics 
in  1923  and  was  an  assistant  in  that 
department  for  several  years.

William  P.  Martin  gave  an  interest- 
ing report  of  Sir  Arthur  Salter’s 
book,  "Recovery,  the  Second  Effort,” 
and  led  a short  discussion  of  prob- 
lems arising  out  of  the  review,  at  the 
International  Relations  Club  meeting 
last  Monday. 

Salter’s  main  criticism  centered 
around  questions  relating  to  the  over- 
estimation of  future  makets  by  manu- 
facturers resulting  in  capacity  out- 
stripping consumption;  the  maldistri- 
bution of  gold,  which  has  concentrated 
the  gold  supply  and  removed  the  preci- 
ous metal  from  general  circulation 
with  the  result  that  shipments  brought 
into  the  United  States  since  the  war, 
have  not  been  returned  to  circulation 
or  re-loaned  so  as  to  preserve  the 
monetary  equilibrium;  and  the  insis- 
tence by  the  U.  S.  of  war  debts  being 
paid  in  gold,  since  payment  is  the  only 
medium  possible  to  inter-Allied  govern- 
ments— goods — has  been  frustrated  by 
tariff  legislation  (Smoot-Hawley  bill) 
in  this  country,  thus  necessitating 
loans  to  the  European  countries. 

Exports  Exceed  Imports) 

Then  too,  the  U.  S.  since  the  Arm- 
istice, has  exported  to  the  creditor 
nations  more  than  she  has  imported 
from  them,  thus  creating  a favorable 
balance  of  trade,  a situation  which 
has  made  it  impossible  for  Europe  to 
attempt  to  discharge  her  obligations 
to  America  by  way  of  “goods.” 

In  conclusion,  Salter  states  that  the 
need  of  the  world  in  facing  its  predica- 
ment is  courage,  and  that  men  must 
be  magnanimous  in  their  dealings 
with  one  another. 

Beginning  with  the  next  meeting 
the  club  will  devote  a short  period  to 
the  consideration  of  “parliamentary 
procedure.”  This  will  be  conducted  by 
Dr.  Christen  Jensen  in  anticipation  of 
the  conference  to  be  held  here  next 
November.  Texts  by  Lee  and  Roberts 
have  been  placed  on  reserve  at  the 
library  and  Dr.  Jensen  reports  the  re- 
ceipt of  three  new  books  from  the 
Carnegie  Endowment  for  Internation- 
al Peace,  all  of  which  have  also  been 
placed  on  reserve.

After  three  years  at  Mesa,  where 
both  played  forward  positions  for  two 
years,  after  which  Le  Sueur  was 
shifted  to  center  for  a season,  they 
trarisfered  their  activities  to  Gila  jun- 
ior college  at  Thatcher,  where  they 
played  together  two  more  years. 

' With  their  junior  college  days  be- 
hind them,  they  transfered  the  scene 
of  their  activities  again,  but  still  they 
stuck  together  and  enrolled  in  1931 
at  the  Cougar  lair,  where  Le  Sueur 
promptly  won  a regular  guard  berth 
on  the  basketball  team.  Millett  stuck 
with  the  squad  as  relief  forward, 
while  his  buddy  became  the  high 
Scoring  guard  in  the  western  division. 

Millett’s  performance  has  not 
beea  sensational,  yet  he  is  the 
only  athlete  now  in  school  to  win 
the  coveted  “Y”  in  three  sports. 
He  won  his  letter  in  track  last 
spring,  earned  another  on  the 
gridiron  last  fall  and  is  now  well 
on  the  way  to  earning  still  an- 
other emblem  at  basketball.  Per- 
haps his  outstanding  performance 
came  in  the  second  game  of  the 
Utah  Aggie  series  when  he  locat- 
^ the  steel  ring  with  an  accuracy 
that  brought  the  Cougars  a vic- 
tory. His  playing  in  the  Mon- 
tana series  was  just  as  brilliant 
There  is  no  denying  the  fact  that 
he  has  done  a fine  job  in  substitut- 
ing for  Elwood  Romney  who  has 
been  forced  out  of  play  this  year 
because  of  a knee  injury. 

He  Does  Right  Well 
For  a “Corpse” 

In  fact,  Millett  is  a right  lively 
young  man  for  a chap  who  is  sup- 
posed to,  be  dead.  Now  that  the  tra- 
gedy which  nearly  took  his  life  has 
been  averted,  there  is  something 
amusing,  Millett  figures,  in  the  novel- 
ty of  having  a printed  story  about 
one’s  own  death. 

During  the  summer  of  1931  he  was 
accidentally  shot  in  the  head.  After 
a week  of  discouraging  efforts  to  care 
for  him,  physicians  despaired  of  sav- 
ing his  life,  and  a report  was  given 
that  he  had  succumbed.  The  patient 
recivered,  however,  with  a thorough- 
ness that  is  attested  by  his  letter  win- 
ning performance  with  the  Cougars. 

Despite  the  wound,  Millett  won  a 
freshman  numeral  in  football  at  the 
“Y”  the  following  fall,  although  it 
was  necessary  to  use  a specially  con- 
structed helmet.
